After  a  careful  examination  of  our  collections  of 
Upper  Canada  land  petitions  and  grants  and  marriage  bonds,  we 
are  happy  to  report  that  the  original  application  for  land 
presented  by  Margaret  Prindle,  dated  Adolphustown,  29th  Jan- 
uary, I824j  states  clearly  that  she  was  the  daughter  of  John 
Diamond,  U.S.L.  of  the  township  of  i'Vedericksburgh,  I'iLdland 
District,  and  the  wife  of  Abraham  Prindle.  The  application 
was  read  in  Council  and  approved  on  the  7th  i'fey,  1828j  an 
order  for  a  grant  of  200  acres  was  issued  the  same  day, 

I  regret  to  say  that  we  were  unable  to  ascertain 
how  many  children  there  were  in  James  Demorest 's  family.

Dr.  Demorest  has  been  a  gen- 

leral  practitioner  in  Foxboro  for 

I  the  past  15  years.  He  is  on  call 
24-hours-a-day  and  is  always 
ready   and  willing    to  minister 

I  to  those  w^ho  need  his  aid. 
A    native    of    Foxboro,    Dr. 

I  Demorest  attended  public  school 
there  and  high  school  in  Belle- 
ville. He  received  his  M.D.  de- 
gree from  the  University  of 
Manitoba,  and  began,  his  first 
practice  in  Alberta,  where  he 
became    succesfusl    and    much 

[sought  after  as  a  consultant. 
After  some  years,  he  develop- 

[ed  a  yearning  to  practise  in  his 
home  town,  and  when  the  op- 
portunity arose,  he  returned  to 

I  continue     his     medical     career. 

jHere    he    developed     a     wide- 

I  spread  practice,  which  includes 

Inot  only  the  village  of  Foxboro,

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In  the  municipal  elections 
yesterday  ex.-Ald.  Allan  Mc- 
Fee  defeated  ex.-Ald.  Lome 
Marsh  by  a  majority  of  29 
votes.  The  aldermen  elected 
are  irt  order  of  standing  at  the 
polls:  W.  B.  Deacon,  A. 
Thompson,  Panter,  Thomas, 
Vermilyea,  Ackerman  Hager- 
man.  Green,  Paterson  and 
Blackburn.  After  speeches  had 
been  made  at  the  city  hall, 
mayor-elect  McFee  was  es- 
corted to  his  home  on  Ann 
Street  by  the  Odd  Fellows 
Band  and  many  supporters. 
(Note  1958)  Escorting  the 
mayor-elect  home  was  often 
done  years  ago.  Generally 
there  was  good  sleighing  at 
the  time  and  the  new  mayor 
was  taken  home  seated  in  a 
sleigh  and  escorted  by  a  torch 
light  procession  led  by  the 
band.  Sometimes  the  horses 
were  taken  from  the  sleigh 
and  the  enthusiastic  suppor- 
ters would  fasten  a  long  rope 
to  the  sleigh  and  do  tjje  pull- 
ing. When  the  house  was 
reached  the  mayor  would 
stand  upon  his  doorstep  and 
make  a  short  speech  and 
there  was  much  cheering.

David  Des  Marest  of  the  French  Patent  on  the  Hackensack  and  his  Descendants, 
Mary  A,  Demarest  and  William  H.  S,  Demarest. 


1,  David,  snn  of  Jean  Des  Marest  rind  (?)  I'larpiiex'it. ?  u')  I'erville,  married  Marie 
Sohier  July  ±^  2k,   l6l|.3,  at  the  French  chiirch,  Middleburg,  on  the  Island  of 
Walcheren,  Zeelaxid,  She  was  the  daughter  of  Francois  Sohier  from  Nieppe,  a  town 
in  HaLnault.  They  lived  at  l-iiddleburg  from  the  tijne  of  their  marriage  until  l65l. 
They  then  removed  to  Mannheim  in  the  Palatinate,  In  I663  they  migrated  to  America, 
Locating  on  Staten  Island,  they  remained  there  two  years.  There  David  Des  Marest 
was  appointed  at  once  (1661;),  a  magistrate,  also  delegate  with  Pierre  Billiou 
to  conference  concerning  protection  from  the  Indiansj  also  delegate  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Assembly  of  New  Netherland,  In  I66I1  he  removed  to  New  Harlem  where  he 
remained  twelve  and  a  half  years.  There  he  was  chosen  overseer,  constable, 
schepen.  In  1677  the  family  removed  aga^,  to  the  French  Patent  on  the  Hack- 
ensack, Marie  Sohier  des  Marest  died,  it  is  thought,  just  at  this  time.  Some 
account  of  the  life  in  each  place  is  given  in  the  narrative  and  in  the  appendix 
of  this  compilation,  David  Des  Marest  died  in  1693»  ^is  will  was  made  August  26, 
1689,  probated  July  30,  1697.  An  earlier  will  had  been  made  jointly  by  him  and 
his  wife  when  they  were  in  New  Harlem,  February  1,  1672,  The  witnesses  to  the 
probated  will  were  Paull  Richard,  Giles  Gaudineau,  Peter  Legrand,  Peters  de 
Lattoy,  He  left  to  his  maid  Anna  Counk,  housekeeper  no  doubt  after  the  death 
of  his  wife,  one  hundred  acres  of  land.  His  whole  estate  with  this  exception 
he  left  to  his  three  sons,  Jean,  David  and  Samuel,  equal  heirs.  The  three  sons 
were  to  be  executors;  but  the  son  David  had  died;  so  "Jean  Durie  our  cousin" 
represented  the  children  of  David  Jr,,  he  later  marrying  the  widow.  See  narra- 
tive and  appendix.

reads:  Apr,  k,   1675>  David  Del'Iareez  de  jonge  j,  m.  Van  Mannheim,  Rachel  Cresson, 
j.  d.  Van  Delf  bijde  wonende  op.  N,  Haerlem,"  He  was  received  by  the  New  York 
church  May  30,  1672;  she  was  received  Dec,  7,   1673.  He  died  before  or  in  Aug,, 
I69I;  a  legal  paper  of  that  date  speaks  of  the  heirs  of  David  Des  Marest  jr. 
Tradition  says  that  he  was  killed  by  a  falling  tree.  He  left  no  will.  After 
his  death  his  td-dow  joined  the  Hackensack  church  from  the  French  church  of 
KinderKamack  which  she  and  her  husband  had  joined  from  the  Bergen  church, 
David  having  left  no  will,  Jan  Durie,  cousin,  was  appointed  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  the  cliildren,  and  he  later  married  the  widow.  At  Jan  Durie 's 
death,  his  will  dated  June  10,  1693,  administration  was  granted  his  wife 
Rachel,  He  had  married  before  and  his  surviving  children,  minors,  were  all  by 
his  first  wife,  Samuel  Demarest  was  appointed  their  guardian  ^^nd  Jan  Des 
I-iarest  was  a  witness,  Rachel  Cresson  married  a  third  time:  Roeloff  Vander 
Linde  %)ril  2^,   1702,  at  Hackensack;  and  she  survived  him,  David's  name  sp- 
ears often  in  the  Harlem  Records,  He  subscribed  toward  the  salary  of  the  parish 
clerk  and  school  master,  the  voorleser;  and  later  he  refused  to  make  such  sub- 
scription. He  was  in  the  watch  organized  against  the  Indians  and  he  is  spoken 
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of  as  a  "former  fence  master,"  With  his  father  David  Sr,  he  contracted  March  12, 
1677,  to  sell  their  property  in  Harlem  to  Paulus  Richards.  They  reserved  the  right 
to  occupy  their  dwellings  until  May  1,  I678,  his  father  making  his  settlement  three 
days  later,  and  soon  after  left  for  the  Hackensack,  He  was  received  into  the  Bergen 
church  Oct,  7,  1677,  with  all  others  of  the  family  save  his  father  who  kept  his 
membership  in  the  New  York  church.

D.  D.  M.  R.  1759,  aged  83  yrs.  8  mos.;  S.  D.  M,  R.  1758,  aged  8I  yrs.  h   mos. 
The  will  of  David  is  dated  Nov.  8,  1758,  probated  Mar.  h,  1760j  it  is  filed 
at  Trenton,  In  it  he  speaks  of  his  eldest  son  David  as  guardian  of  William's 
son  David,  and  to  him  he  gives  a  seat  place  in  the  church.  He  speaks  also  of 
David  and  Jacobus,  sons  of  Jacobus,  These  sons  of  David  Demarest,  William  and 
Jacobus,  had  died  earlier.  He  also  leaves  bequests  to  his  daughters  Rachel, 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  sara,  Anna,  Martintie,  or  their  children,  Sara,  the  daughter 
of  Elizabeth,  was  given  her  grandmother's  seat  in  the  church.  The  general 
property  was  divided  into  nine  erjual  shares.  The  mtnesses  to  the  will  were 
Johannes  Demarest  and  Peter  Demarest.  David  Demarest  was  a  man  of  position  and 
influence,  of  public  office.  High  Sheriff  of  Bergen  Go,  171);,  Justice  of  the 
Peace  1721,  1722,  1738,  17UU,  Judge  of  Court  of  Pleas  and  '^^oi-runs  1738-1|9, 
Member  of  11th,  12th,  13th,  lUth,  l5th,  l6th  Provincial  isserablies  of  New 
Jersey,  I738-U6,  one  of  the  two  representatives  of  Bergen  Co.  Member  of  the 
Board  of  Freeholders  of  the  County.  He  was  a  large  land  owner  in  Bergen  Co. 
and  Essex  Co.

Extracts  from  Muhlenberg's  I3iary:  On  July  22,  17^1,  he  called  on  an   "old  re- 
formed man  who  for  many  years  had  been  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  the  Province  and 
who  honestly  desired  to  be  an  Israelite  without  guile.  He  welcomed  me  vriLth  tears," 
&c.  "On  the  37th  May  (17^2),  I  visited  the  oldest  gentleman  pf  the  Government,  ^^, 
Du  M,  (David  Demarest,  du  Maree),  He  declared  that  by  my  four  sermons  he  had  been 
roused  anew  and  the  power  of  the  Divine  Word  inwardly  strengthened.  It  was,  it  is 
true,  complained  of  by  some  of  his  co-religionists  (Dutch  Refoiroed)  that  he  went  to 
our  church  (Lutheran)  and  at  the  same  time  continued  his  mite  towards  the  salary, 
but  he  could  not  help  it  and  must  have  nourishment  for  his  soul.

(Aug,  27,  1759),  I  was  invited  to  visit  an  old  Reformed  Man  because  he  was  sick  and 
desired  once  again  to  see  me.  His  ancestors  fled  hJ.ther  from  France,  He  himself  is 
a  sensible  and  well  read  man  of  five  and  eighty  years,  has  as  -Assemblyman  been  useful 
to  the  Commonwealth  and  seems  in  religious  matters  to  be  liberal  and  an  especial 
lover  for  the  Divine  Word,  (Long  recital  of  religious  conversation).  We  took  a  sor- 
rowful leave  ofl  each  other  until  which  God  grant  we  joyfully  meet  again  in  a  better 
life.

One  of  their  sons  (sons  of  Jacob  Demorest  and  Trientje  Lozier),  Guillaume  Dem- 
orest, born  Feb.  16,  1769,  in  Orange  County,  lived  in  Dutchess  County  till  1790, 
whence  he  emigrated  to  Canada,  He  came  by  way  of  the  Mohawk  Valley  and  crossed  the 
lake  in  a  small  sailing  crai't  to  Molphusto^^m,  where  he  taught  school  for  two  years 
and  where,  in  1793,  he  married  Jane  Davis,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  Davis 
of  Aiolphustown,  The  newly  wedded  couple  moved  to  Prince  Edward  County  in  the  spring 
of  179U,  having  purchased  the  previous  year  from  the  Government,  lots  38  and  39, 
1st  concession  of  Sophiasburgh,  Here  a  village  sprang  up  and  was  named  after  its 
founder,  Demorestville, 
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Here  our  pioneer  in  due  course  built  a  grist  mill,  a  saw  mill,  a  linseed  oil 
mill  and  a  church.  Although  his  family — thoroughly  indoctrinated  in  the  Presbyter- 
ian faith  by  a  long  line  of  Huguenot  ancestors — still  held  by  the  church  for  which 
they  had  given  up  home  and  fortune,  Quillaume  Demorest  presented  the  church  and  lot 
in  which  it  stood  to  the  I-fethodists,  who  were  then,  as  now  (1906),  numerically  the 
strongest  body  in  Sophiasburgh.  Later  on  the  pioneer  was  admitted  with  that  body, 
and  for  many  years  before  his  death  was  one  of  the  ablest  local  preachers  in  Prince 
Edward  County.  He  received  a  magistrate's  coimnission,  and  Squire  Demorest  was  in  the 
beginning  of  the  last  century  the  leading  man  in  the  most  progressive  settlement  on 
the  Bay  of  Quinte.  A  detailed  story  of  his  life  would  be  the  history  of  the  early 
settlement  of  Sophiasburgh, 

His  first  •t'irLfe,  Elizabeth  (Jane)  Davis,  bore  him  five  cliildren.  The  oldest  of 
these  was  Catherine,  born  179h,   who  married  an  educated  young  Englishman  of  good 
family — Srastus  Howard — a  union  that,  blending  as  it  did  the  best  blood  of  England 
and  I^ance,  gave  a  long  list  of  distinguished  names  to  the  learned  profession  in 
Canada,  This  family  not  only  furnished  to  Methodism  a  fine  church  edifice  but 
many  clergymen  as  well,  Nor  has  Methodism  alone  drawn  from  this  rich  stock  of 
talent.  The  English  Church,  the  Bar  of  two  provinces,  the  Bench  of  the  State  of 
Iowa  (Judge  Thomas  Giverson),  the  medical  and  teaching  professions  have  all  been 
enriched  by  the  broad  culture  and  tolerant  spirit  of  many  descendants  of  the  trugh- 
loving  old  Huguenot,  After  the  death  of  his  first  icLfe,  in  I8I3,  Quill aume  Demarest 
married  Hannah  Burdette,  of  Kingston,  a  lady  also  of  noble  Huguenot  descent.  Our 
Pioneer  died  at  Demorestville  in  18U9.

He  became  much 
interested  in  his  Demarest  ancestry,  and  in  I8I1.O  visited  Bergen  Co.,  New 
Jersey,  was  welcomed  there  by  (   )  Peter  P.  Demarest,  and  was  driven  by 
(1367)  Daniel  P.  Demarest  to  the  Demarest  settlement.  Mams  Co.,  Pennsyl- 
vania, i^fter  final  teaching  at  Demorestville:  "I  pioneered  into  the  back 
woods  of  Canada,  hewing  out  a  home,  and  for  thirty  years  my  efforts  (family 
researches)  lay  almost  forgotten,  sacredly  preserved."

1798,  They  located  at  Frontenac,  later  called  Kingston,  The  men  were  employed 
in  the  construction  of  government  works,  notably  Fort  Henry,  Prom  Frontenac 
they  moved  up  the  Bay  of  Quinte  to  the  mouth  of  the  Ilyers  or  Moira  River 
and  again  six  miles  up  the  river  to  the  present  site  of  Foxboro.  At  that  time 
the  country  was  dense  forest.  Indians  were  numoerous.  On  an  island  in  the  river 
the  settlers  buried  their  dead,  anith  Demaree  (as  he  spelled  his  name)  was 
among  the  first  settlers,  leader,  a  powerful  man  in  physique  and  in  spijyit. 
He  built  a  log  cabin.  Five  daughters  were  born  to  him.  His  first  child,  a 
daughter,  had  been  bom  and  had  died  in  Kingston,  His  wife,  -Abbie  Calverly, 
died  in  1812,  In  the  following  year  he  married  2nd  Jane  Thompson,  Aug.  19, 
1813,  She  was  bom  Aug.  8,  179i;.  She  died  %)r,  28,  1861;,  His  affairs  pro  s- 
pered  and  he  built  what  was  considered  a  fine  insassa.  home.  The  village  was 
named  Snithvillej  later  it  received  the  name  of  Foxboro,  Nine  more  children 
were  born  to  him,  five  sons  and  four  daughters.  He  died  July  2^,  l85Uj  he  is 
buried  near  the  village,  and  the  stome  at  his  grave  can  be  seen.  He  left  a 
great  many  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren  in  Canada  and  widely  else- 
where. During  the  last  three  years  of  his  life  his  name,  which  had  always  been 
written  Demaree  or  Demeree,  appears  in  land  deeds  as  Demerest,  His  daughter, 
Letisha,  left  definite  direction  that  on  the  stone  at  her  grave  the  name  should 
be  Demeree,  Hef ,  Mary  1-H.ller,  Foxboro,  Ontario,  granddaughter  of  Letisha 
Demeree  Snider,
